• 1 “On  this  account  they  could  not  be- 
liev*.  l»ecause  Isaiah  said — He  had  blinded 
their  ev^s'and  hardened  their  hearts;  that  they 
should  not  see  with  their  eyes,  and  understand 
witl|  their  heart,  and  turn  and  I should  heal 
them.”  While  we  know  that  the  Jews  did  not 
>ep  ljis  glory  because  <>f  their  m aral  and  spirit- 
uiiHncapacity,  yet  we  have  abundant  evidence, 
on  the  other  hand,  that  Jesus  sho  wed-h imself  to 
those  who  believed.  A believing  mind  is 
necejwary  to  see  fairly  any  truth,  how  much 
raorJ  truth  of  divine  things! 

Tlis  brings  to  us  the  second  division  — 

III  The  Beholding.  ‘‘We  behold  his 
glory.”  John  is  especially  happy  in  the  use 
of  thfcs  word  ‘‘beheld.''  It  belongs  to  a class' 
of  words  w hich  sjieaks  not  merely  to  the  intel- 
lect I it  addresses  the  heart.  Its  meaning  is, 
gto  l<v>k  upon,  to  view  attentively,  to  content - 
plate . 

It  is  used  of  august  things  and  persons  that 
are  1 siked  upon  with  admiration.  ‘‘It  is  a 
restfil  seeing,  with  the  idea  of  satisfaction.” 
It  is  richer  than  the  word  meaning  to  see 
merely.  It  implies  a fondness  in  the  look 
whicii  amounts  to  love  and  devotion.  It  tells 
the  whole  story  of  John’s  love  {or  his  Master. 

r.  , Such  beholding  of  the  glory  of  Jesus 
purines  the  heart.  When  Moses  beheld  the 
glorvj  of  Jehovah,  which  was  terrible' in  its 
spleijdor,  his  countenance  was  changed.  This  , 
was  Evidently  only  an  outward  correspondence  ; 
to  anj  inward  change. 

I <jnce  read  of  a mart  who  had  been  robbed 
and  lied  on  the  railroad  track,  so  that  the, 
train)  might  run  over  him,  and  thus  conceal 
the  (Timinals.  The  victim  was  in  an  agony 
<>f  fear.  His  ear  upon!  the  rail  could  catch  the 
iabniions  which  told  jof  the  rapid  approach  of 
his  a vful  executioner.,  He  had  been  gagged. 
He  cnild  not  move  a tmiscle  or  cry  for  help.

2.  Prayer  beholds  the  power  which  trans- 
i figures.  Luke  is  cjareful  to  note  that  Christ 
Was  praying  when  f‘  the  fashion  of  his  coun- 
tenance was  alteroj  and  his  raiment  was  white 
and  glistening.”  Who  knows  bui  that  the 
countenance  of  Jesus  was  changed  when  he 
prayed  ? ••  j ' 

There  was  a scepe  at  college  that  I shall 
never  forget.  Special  services  were  held  for 
the  conversion  of  the  boys  jn  college.  After 
the  sermon  a pfofe^or  whom  I loved — a very 
consecrated  man — led  in  prayer.  He  arose 
and  began  to  speak  as  a little  child  to  his 
father.  Then  he  grew’  stronger  and  more 
bold,  until  all  the  depths  of  his  manly  soul 
poured  forth  in  appeal.  His  trembling  heart 
seemed  afire  with  the  love  of  God.  His  face 
seemed'  to  be  beholding  a heavenly^scene. 
He  seemed  to  see  all  the- relations  between  his 
•-‘holy  Father”  aiid  sinful  man — the  sinner, 
the  broken  law  and  the  Savior — and  to  inter- 
cede on  the  side  of  God,  yet  in  the  behalf  of 
'man.  With  his  reverend  hands  he  seemed  to 
take  hold  of  the  Homs  of  salvation  and  to 
touch  thd  very  throne.  God  heard  him. 
Every  heart  was  moved,  and  many  souls  were 
converted  at  that  meeting. 

J.  This  change  is  also  wrought  by  behold- 
ing the  'glory  if  Jdsus  in  suffering  for  him. 
Suffering  alwads  puts  the  soul  to  the  test,  and- 
all  its  higher  pqwer  > are  called  into  the  utter- 
most activity.  Bes  des,  those  who  suffer  for 
Christ  get  nearest  to  him  ; for  there  is  no  fel- 
lowship so  close  anti  endearing  as  the  fellow- 
ship of  suffering,  Christians  now  suffering 
for  Christ,  being  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
may,  as  truly  as  diet  St.  Stephen,  look  “stead- 
fastly intoheaven  ajnd  see  the  glory  of  God 
and  Jesus  standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God.” 
Who  of  you  has  not  seen  the  gloi-y  of  a face 
which  “bears  the  marks  of  the  suffering  of  the 
Lord  Jesus?” 

4.  Beholding  the  glory  of  Jesus  imparts 
faith.  The  growth  of  St.  John’s  faith  was,  in 
the  main,  similar  to  that  of  any  other  Chris- 
tian; it  was  gradual.  His  teacher  had  shown 
him  the  way  to  “the  Lamb  of  God  that  takes 
away  the  sin  of  the  world."  Then  Jesus 
took  his  first  disciples — John,  Andrew,  Peter, 
Philip  and  Nathanael— and  went  to  a marriage 
feast  in  Galilee.  There  he  performed  his  first 
miracle.  John  says  : “ This  beginning  of 


to  Jesus  and  behold  his  glory.  There!  were 
two  disciples,  one  Sunday  evening,  ojn  the 
way  to  Emmaeus.  A third  person  jqined  their 
company.  They  were  talking  about  the  cru- 
cifixion of  Jesus,  fvhich  had  taken  plajee  in 
Jerusalem  the  Friday  before.  They  tol<|  him 
that  they  “had  Hoped  that  it  was  he)  that 
should  redeem  Israel  ” Now  all  their  hope 
was  gone.  None  so  forlorn  as  they.  Their 
Redeemer  was  dead  and  buried,  and  their 
enemies  triumphed!  over  them.  Thii  str:  nger 
took  the  evening  meal  with  them  ; and  “ in 
the  breaking  of  bread  he  revealed  himself  to- 
them.”  They  beheld  the  glory  of  his  qoun- 
tenance.’and  knew  that  it  was  Jesus.  It  was 
this  recognition  that  cheered  then|.  They  > 
had  a new  hope,  ahd  returned  to  Jerusalem 
to  impart  that  hope;  to  others.  If  we  but  be- 
hold the  glory  of  Jqsfis'  face,  the  darkest  doud 
will  have  a silver  Biding,  the  blackest  night 
will  have  a stir,  and  we  can  have  hope  even 
against  all  circumstances. 

6.  Upon  the  beholder  the  glory  [of  Jjesus 
has  the  repelling  and  attracting  power  of  'aye, 
rejielling  all  that  is  base  and  attracting  all  that  -j 
is  noble  within  us. 

The  glory  of  Jehovah,  as  manifested  in  the 
Old  Testament,  was  such  as  to  inspine  the  be- 
holder with'  awe  apd  reverential  fear.  The 
glory  of  Jesus,  as  manifested  in  the  New 
Testament,  w’as  su<th  as  to  inspire  the  be- 
holder with  lqye  ajnd  confidence.  The  two 
are  one  and  the  same.  Did  you  ever  00k 
upon' the  oceiin,  and  hear,'1  the  voi(j-e  of  mai/ 
waters?”  As  you  stand  “upright,'  full - 
statued.  [breathing  ithe  keen  air  and  loo  ».ing 
out  upoij  the  expanding  horizon,”  your  bisom 
swells  like  the  surging  tide  and  vour  heart 
beats  strong,  like  thunder  of  the  rolling 
billows.  - j You  are  inspired  with  awe  land 
dread  at  the  iyi mensity  and  power  of!  the 
boundless  sea  ; yet  you  yearn,  with  an  uncon-  I 
trolable  desire,  to  plunge  beneath  its  Waves 
and  bathe  your  tired  soul  ip  its  cool,  refresh- 
ing waters.  So,  when  we  behold  the  glofy  of 
Jesus,  we  are  awed  at  the  immense  ,pow*r  of 
the  Son  of  God  ; blit  when  we  see  his  face  we

We  may  behold  His 
glory  by  reading  the  testimony  of  John  and 
the  others  who  saw  him,  and  by  commit! lion 
with  him  in  prayer,  even  as  he,  while)  on 
earth,  communed  with  His  Father,  and'  his 
countenance  was  clothed  with  the  brightness 
of  heaven.  J ust  as  a sculptor  looks  constantly  1 
at  hii  model,  and,  stroke  by  strokf.  ehsfeK 
out  of  the  ragged  marble  block  a beau  iful 
angel,  sp  the  Christian  ever  beholding  the  lace, 
of  his  Savior  may  be  transformed,  day  by  flay, 
“into  the  same  image,  from  glory  to  glory."

organized  assembly — an  organic  unity.  Theol- 
ogians and  others  have  been  puzzled  with 
church  succession.  On  the  one  hand,  if  they 
claimed  that  it  was  the  visable  assembly  that 
had  the  promise  that  the  gates  of  hades  should 
not  prevail  against,  they  would  be  required 
to  show  a succession  from  the  Apostolic  as- 
sembly On  the  other  hand,  if  they  conceded 
a universal,  spiritual  church  composed  of  all 
the  redeemed  that  had  the  promise,  they 
would  have  to  admit  that  the  regenerated  of 
all  other  denominations  are  as  much  mem- 
bers 0f, “the  church”  as  themselves.  But, 
Baptists  claim  that  the  church  that  Christ  set 
up  atjd  promised  that  the  gates  of  hades 
should  not  prevail  against  it,  is  the  Baptist 
church.  There  is  no jway  under  heaven  to 
unchurch  any  redeemed  soul,  under  the  uni- 
versal, spiritual,  invisable  theory,  whether 
they  be  Catholic  or  Protistant. 

The  foundation  is  oue  thing,  the  building 
is  another.  Ib  erecting  a building  men  dig 
down  into  tbe  earth  and  lay  stones  and  call  it 
a foundation  b«t  it  is  only  a part  of  tbe  build- 
ing. Jt  is  the  earth  its  self  that  is  the  foun- 
dation— the  thing  that  upholds  eve/y  thing. 
It  is  God  the  floly  Spirit  shed  abroad  in  the 
heart— the  revelation  from  God  that  is  the 
foundation  of  Christ’s  assembly.  “Flesh  and 
blood  hath  not  revealed  this  unto  tbee,  Peter, 
but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  and  on 
this  rock  I wifi  build  my  church  and  the 
gates  of  hades  Shall  not  prevail  against  it’’ — 
i.  e.,  the  foundation.  See  Matt.  16. 

The  church  *t  Jerusalem  might  have  scat- 
tered to  the  foifr  winds  but  wherever  a “few" 
met  together  having  the  witness  within — the 
foundation: — thby  could  organize.  Of  course, 
they  are  required  to  ketp  the  laws  and  ad- 
minister the  orjlinauces  as  the  Christ  and  His 
apostles  delivered  them.  There  is  where 
Baplis(  succession  comes  in.  The  Spirit’s 
reign  wap  to  be  like  leaven  hid  im  the  meal. 
It  was  to  go  ou  permeating  tbe  world  till  the 
Christ  should  dome,  through  the  instrument- 
ality ol  that  institution  that  Christ  set  up  for 
the  furthereued  of  His  kingdom. 

The  iuvisab|e,  universal,  spiritual  concept 
has  no  laws,  ordinances  or  commands.  Bro. 
Cliftoq  qoncedfs  any  kind  of  a religious  or- 
ganization to  be  a church.  He  spyaks  of  the 
Catholic  eburth,  the  Lutheran  oburch,  the 
Piesbyterian  and  other  churches,  and  the 
‘ ' Baptist”  denomination.

SOME  EXPLANATIONS. 

WW*  The  enrollment.  .As  a historian,  Luke 
^Vgives  a note  of  time  for  the  events  he  is 
about  to  relate.  It  is  a decree  of  the  Roman 
iEmpemr  Augustus,  for  a world  census,  1.  e. , 
mf  the  Roman  world.  It  has  been  argued 
ihat  such  a decree  could  not  af^ct  Palestine 
rjtWt  that  time,  sincei  it  -was  not  a province  of 
Rome,  but  an  independent  kingdom  under 
Herod,  and  not  subject  to  Roman  taxation. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  Herod  was 
nothing  more  tban  h vassal  of  the  Roman  Em- 
peror, and  was  too  jtbsequious  and  cringing  to 
refuse  such  a request  from  Augustus,  should 
he  have  seen  fit  t*|  make  if.  Although  Jose* 
phus  shows  that  ini  taxation  Herod*  acted  iif- 
- dependently,  it  is  highly  probable  that  he  had 
to  pay  tribute  to  jCiesar.  If,  after  Herod’s 
. death,  when  the  kingdom  was  divided  be- 
tween Herod’s  three  sons,  Augustus  ordered 
the  taxes  of  the  Samaritans  to  be  decreased, 
<on  account  of  good!  behavior,  as  shown  by  Jo- 
sephus, it  stands  tj>  reason  that,  in  the  last 
years  of  Herod,  Augustus  had  things  pretty 
much  his  own  way  in  Palestine.  At  any 
rate,  aside  from  arty  question  of  inspiration, 
Luke's  accuracy  asja  historian  has  been  too 
well  vindicated  to  aall  in  question  so  plain  a
